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TRUCKEE TROUT IN NEW YORK. 


About tlie 20th of last month, Mc- 
Clelland & Simpson of Reno filled an 
érder from Fish Commissioner B, B. 
Redding of California for a sample 
lot of Truckee trout. The fish were 
carefully packed in a box with ice and 
sawdust, and forwarded by express to 
New York. They were consigned to 
E. G. Blackford of the Fulton Mar- 
ket, as a contribution to his annual 
display of trout from all sections of 
the United States. The exhibition 
opened April 1st, and it is satisfactory 
to-learn that the Truckee trout arrived 
safely, and were duly admired. In 
describing the various kinds of trout 
contributed from this coast by Mr. 
Redding, the special correspondent of 
the Chicago Field says: “He also sent 
a number of splendid Truckee trout, 
which, notwithstanding Mr. Seth 
Green's assertion, had none of the 
characteristics of the land-locked sal- 
mon, and were pronounced by other 
experts genuine Salvilini fontinalis.” 

Now there were presumably two dis- 
tinct species of Truckee trout sent from 
Reno. Most of them were of the kind 
locally known as the “silver” trout, 
but there were also one or two speci- 
mens of the “dark,” or“spotted” trout. 
Which of these was pronounced by 
experts to be “genuine Salvilini fonti- 
nalis?” We should be glad to receive 
from Mr. Redding some information 
in regard to the long names of the 
Truckee trout. 

The Field's correspondent is 
in error when he refers to a “Dolly 
Varden” trout, exhibited in New 
York, as having been taken “in the 
vicinity of Reno, Nev.” The “Dolly 
Varden” trout is peculiar to the Cloud 
river of California, and, we believe, to 
the waters of Puget Sound.

Population of the United States, 


New York Times. 


What the population of the Repub- 
lic is we shall soon know, so far as 
census takers can ascertain it. Mean- 
while private statisticians are at work 
to see how near they can come bv cal- 
culation and estimate to the actual 
figures. One of these puts the pres- 
ent population in round numbers at 
43,273,000, which would make the 
gain since 1870 less than 5,000,000. 
In a work published a good while ago, 
three per cent. of population was ad- 
ded to the total number each year, 
and the estimates were found to cor- 
respond very closely the figures of the 
census. The estimate for 1870 was 
40,617,608; the census was ouly 38,- 
558,371; but the destruction of life by 
the civil war had not, of course, been 
anticipated. The estimate for 1880 
was 54,586,975. The gain from 1840 
to 1850 was 6,122,000; from 1850 to 
1860, 8,250,000, from 1860 to 1870, 7,- 
115,000. During the ten years from 
1860 to 1870 Massachusetts gained 
226,000, and New York 502,000. These 
figures show a rapid increase over the 
previous decade, and it is clain.ed and 
acknowledged that Southern and Wes- 
tern States have gained more rapidly 
in the past nine years than in the prev- 
ious ten years. Therefore the esti- 
mate of the stutistician above quoted 
seeins to be far too low. According 
to the best information procurable, 
and the most careful calculations, the 
census will show the population in 
1880 to be fully 47,000,000, or a gain 
of nearly 9 000,000 over the population 
10 years 'efore. The general est inate 
has been between 47,000,000 and 48,- 
000,000, and there is small doubt that 
this will proveto be correct. It might 
be gratifying to the national pride to 
turn 50,000,000, but pride and arith- 
metic have nothing in common. 

A Gun Which Fires With Precision 
1,000 Shots a Minute. 


All the most terrible and deadly 
weapons of war have been thrown 
completely in the shade by the new 
Gatling gun which was exhibited on 
the 27th of March at the offices of Sir 
W. Armstrong, the manufacturer, in 
St. George’s, Westminster, before a 
number of experts. This fearful weap- 
on is capable of firing 1,000 shots per 
minute and killing a manon a horse 
ata mile range. It has acompact an- 
pearance, can be taken te pieces and 
easily carried about, can be applied 
to military and naval use, and the 
mechanism of it is simplicity itself; 
the revolving band has two compart- 
ments, into which, as they whirl round, 
metal cartridges drop from a tall, ob- 
long case fixed over the centre of the 
barrel. Ateach turn of the handle 
ten shots are fired, and their disper- 
sion is accomplished by a sliding ap- 
paratus. The size of shot in different 
calibre guns of this class ranges from 
musket balls to half pounders. By 
the use of this implement three men 
can do the work of,300 single men. A 
quarter of a million of dollars is said 
to have been spent on experiments 
necessary to perfect the gun, which is 
now declared by every military expert 
to be a complete success. 


The Sea Serpent Seen Again. 


Capt. Chase of Portland, Maine,- is 
regarded as ordinarily a truthful man. 
He commands the brig Ysidéra Rion- 
da, and writes trom Matanzas that he 
has seen a scaserpent. “It was a 
few minutes before noon,” he says, 
“when I saw about, 200 yards ahead 
of us, the monster rear his head and 
part of his body, about 50 feet in all— 
its head being about 16 feet out of 
water, at an angle ofabout 15 degreés 
-—and syddenly dip. it again, which 
operation it repeated three times ere I 
lost sight of it. Judging from the 
portion which I saw, the animal could 
not have been less than 100 feet long, 
and about the size of a molasses hogs- 
head in the middle. Its head and jaws 
had a flat, square appearance, and by 
no means an inviting look for a very 
near approach.”

liow to Color Flowers, 


M. Saccardo of Padua has made 
public the results of his experiments 
on modifying the coler of flowers, 
By mingling iron filings with the soil 
in which hortensias are planted, these 
flowers assume a blue color. As re- 
gards flowers already cut, by dipping 
pinks in asolution of aniltae or eosine, 
the pistils and the petals will grada- 
ally turn into a brilliant blue, if the 


flowers are white; into violet, if red; 


into green, if yellow. Camellias and 
crysanthemums undergo the same 
modifications. If a bulb of the latter 
be dipped into a solution of eosine 
and afterward planted, the plant will 
live for several days and produce 
flowers of the colors already men- 


tioned. 
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DEATH OF de YOUNG, 


The news of Charles deYoung’s 
| assassinatien was a great surprise to 
the people of the coast, and the par- 
ticulars of the shooting were read with 
avidity. No attack of that character 
was anticipated from either of the 
Kallochs. Both were clergymen. So 
far as has been learned there was little 
provocation for the murder of de 
Young. He shot young Kalloch’s 
father, it is true, but that was months 
ago, and the father is wellagain. The 
Chronicle denies that deYoung had 
anything to do with the libelous pam- 
phlets against Mayor Kalloch which 
have been put in circulation. And if 
had, the elder Kalloch had publicly 
atacked the character of the deYoungs 
at every vulnerable point, so that the 
two were in the same boat so tar as 
libel was concerned. However that 
may be, the murder of deYoung ad- 
mits of no justification whatever. It 
was a cold-blooded, cowardly, brutal 
assassination. 

Charles deYoung was in many res- 
pects a remarkakle man.. He had 
marvelous enterprise, force, determin- 
ation, and journalistic ability. Though 
not a writer, the coast has never fur- 
nished his equal asa purveyor of news 
Charles deYoung was born. in Louisi- 
ana in 1845. He came to California, 
with his widowed mother and the 
rest of the family, at the age of six. 
He received some education in the 
public schools of San Francisco. The 
family were poor and de Young entered 
a printing office as a compositor when 
stilla boy. The Chronicle gives this 
outline of his business career: ‘‘His 
first newspaper effort was a small pa- 
per devoted to the interests of the pub- 
lic schools, which was highly com- 
mended by the Board of. Education. 
This paper he sold advantageously, 
and soon after started the Holiday Ad- 
vertiser. Giving this up, he started 
the Dramatic Chronicle, from which 
small beginning the San Francisco 
Daily Chronicle sprung, his younger 

~ brother, M. H. deYoung, being asso- 
ciated with Charles as publisher and 
proprietor.” 

DeYoung is dead, and the mantle of 
charity must be allowed to cover his 
faults. Asthe principal proprietor 
and the director of a widely circulated 
journal he had great opportunities for 
good. It cannot be said that he made 

the best use of his power. His death 
atthe hands of Kalloch’s son seems a 
retribution, It was bloed for blood. 


A NEW USE FOR THE PLUG HAT. 


The plug hat is one of those pecu- 
liar products of civilization which puz- 
zie the investigator of social manners 
and customs. Anything more unfit 
for a covering to the human head 
could hardly be devised. Yet in spite 
of all the ridicule and denunciation 
which have been heaped upon it the 
plug hat holds its own. It even tri- 
umphs over all other hats. It has 
fastened itself, so to speak, upon the 
human head. The plug, or'stovepipe, 
hat is heating to the head, it causes 
baldness, its stiff brim is a discomfort, 
its upright cylinder knocks against 
the tops of doorways, collides with 
gas fixtures and clothes lines, bumps 
the roof of street cars, is exposed to 
indentations from various causes, and 
still people will wear the abomina.

Oregon, recently visited Reno, and 

the following eommupication from 

his pen appear3 in the last number of 

that journal. As it relates to the pro- 

posed wagon road from Geose Lake 

to Reno, a matter of importance‘to 

the people of this section, we repub- 

lish it entire. ’ 

“I find the people along the entire 

route from Lakeview to Reno, via 

Lassen Pass,Cedarville and Salt Marsh, 

worked up to an eager.interest in the 

matter of opening this road. I can 

testify to its many advantages now, 

from personal experience and observa- 

tion, and can assure our readers, and 

all concerned, that a more feasible, de- 

sirable or direct communicatien with 

the railroad cannot be found than 

that over this route. There are no 

mountains to cross, except Lassen 

Pass, over which a number-one road 

may be constructed at a cost of $2,500. 

From Bidwellto Reno there is nut a 

particle of snow, and the road is 

smooth and, in some places dusty. 

Messrs. Murpy & Disabell and Calder- 

wood Patterson have secured a 
subscription of $1,500, and have the 
promise of more. The route is one 
which can and will be kept open with 
very little expense, and in consequence 
of its being a natural road, and almost 
wholly free from snow, which so great- 
ly impedes travel on the west side of 

Warner range. The distance from 
Lakeview to Reno is about the same 
as to Redding, and the road traverses 
an almost level country, while by Red- 
ding the route is over a very rugged 
country, and losed a good portion of 
she year by snow, asis just now dem- 
onstrated by the severe starms which 
almost annually fall in that section: 
The route proposed from Reno Via 
Madalene Plains, Susanville and Altu- 
ras is objectionable for the’same reason. 
It passes over a mountainous territory 
and through a region of heavy snow- 
fall, which at this season renders trav- 
el very difficult over it. The people 
here are taking a very lively interest 
in the matter, and a considerable 
amount of money will be raised in this 
vicinity for the purpose of open- 
ing the Lassen Pass and thus give us a 
connection with Reno not merely 
passably gc od, but an excellent route 
which can le traveled during the 
whole of our most severe winters. 
Our people should not lose a day in 
starting a petition to raise the necess- 
ary funds for building this road from 
Willow Ranch to the summit of Lassen 
Pass.” 


THE KALLOCH PAMPHLET, 


A pamphlet, entitled the “Trial of 
the Rev. I. S. Kalloch, on Charge of 
Adultery,” was received at this office 
yesterday. The cover bears the im- 
print of. ‘‘Ederhern & Co., Boston, 
1857.” The wrapper was postmarked 
New York. This is the pan.phlet 
which has recently been circulated in 
San Francisco and which is supposed 
to have led tothe shooting of de Young 
by young Kalloch. The substance of 
the matter contained in the pamphlet 
was published in the Chrenicle just 
previous to the shooting of I. 8. Kal- 
loch by de Young. A perusal of the 
evidence submitted at the trial of 
Kalloch leaves no doubt that he was 
guilty of the crime for which he was 
tried. It was, however, legally in- 
sufficient, and the jury could not agree 
on a verdict. 

It is more than probable that Chas. 
de Young caused the republication of 
this pamphlet, and its distribution on 
the Pacific coast. Who%felse would 
have taken so much pains to injure 
Kalloch?

loss of Life and Destruction 
of Property by a Tempest.

MeERIDAN, April 27.—A heavy 
storm passed over Macon, Miss., Sun- 
day night, blowing away twenty-two 
houses. Seventeen persons were killed 
and twenty-two wounded. The loss 
in property is estimated at not less 
than $100,000. 

CuicaGco, April 27.—The following 
are addition particulars of Saturday 
night's storm : 

Near Taylorville the cyclone was 
terific. Many houses were demol- 
ished and the inmates crippled, killed 
or carried away, and are still missing. 
Many were rendered homeless by the 
storm which lasted from 7 Pp, M. to 
midnight. Alonzo Culler’s house was 
blown t6 atoms, and one of his chil- 
dren killed outright and another car- 
ried away and found dead in the morn- 
ing. Mrs, T. J. Langley was killed. 
John Gessner had his skull fractured 
and will die. A man named Watts 
aud his wife were blown a quarter of 
a mile locked in each other’s arms, and 
were found badly cut, bruised and in- 
sensible. T. W. Bertz, Mr. Elliott, 
wife and twochildren, the little daugh- 
ter of Ed. Ligh, and Thos. Hill were 
badly hurt. Hundreds of cattle, sheep 
and hogs were crippled and killed, 
and fowls were found in the line of 
the cyclone dead and divested of their 
plumage,

THE DE YOUNG MURDER. . 


Old Kalloch’s Ignorance of What Was 
Geing on—Guarded by the Work- 
ingmen—Young Kalloch Reads Ma- 
caulay—His Accomplice. 


San Francisco, April 27.—Mayor 
Kalloch says he did not know that his 
sun had killed de Young until 10 
o'clock Friday night... Last Friday 
morning he went out to the Cliff 
House in company with Mrs. Kalloch, 
Judge Pendery,of Leadville, Col., and 
Mrs. Pendery, returning at 6 o'clock. 
The Mayor said that he felt weary, and 
laid down on the bed in his own room 
to rest. He was called for dinner. at 
7 o’clock, but not feeling well, un- 
dressed and went to bed, instead of 
going down to dinner. He fell asleep 
immediately after going to bed, but 
was aroused about 10 o’clock and iu 
formed that his son had killed Charles 
de Young. He expressed his regret 
over the culmination of the quarrel. 


A PROTECTIVE GUARD. 


The Workingmen have placed a 
guard of 22 men, taken from their 
militia, on duty at Mayor Kalloch’s 
house to prevent the intrusion of un- 
desirable parties who, they ‘think, 
might be intent upon some desperate 
act. 


THE HACKMAN'S DENIAL. 


The hackman who. has been made 
to figure in the alleged conspiracy to 
murder Charles de Young writes as 
follows tc the Morning Call: 

In reference to an article in regard to 
the Kalloch-de Young shooting affair, 
I wish to state that I made no asser- 
tion whatever about young Kalloch 
being one of the parties who came to 
me on theevening of the shooting and, 
furthermore, the two young gentle- 
men who came to me that night went 
to-day to-dective John Coffey, who is 
working up the case, and explained to 
his satisfaction who they were.

It was stated in the story of the 
conspiracy that the hackman had been 
engaged by Kalloch and anothengean- 
tleman to stand near the Chronicle 
office, and the inference was drawn 
that Kalloch intended to escape after 
the shooting. 


THE MAYOR NOT ASKED TO RESIGN. 


The rumor obtained some currency 
to-day that a committee from the Cit- 
izeus’ Protective Union waited upon 
Mayor Kalloch and requested his res- 
ignation. Upon the authority of one 
of the leading members of the Union 
if may be stated that there is no truth 
whatever in the report. 


NOT ARRESTED. 


A false rumor was circulated on the 
streets yesterday foreaoon that the el- 
der Kalloch had been arrested as an 
accessory to the murder of Charles de 
Young.

INTERESTING EXPERI-- 
MENTS. 


Prof. Mott Shows How People are 
‘Taking Poison in their Daily Food 
~—A Prolific Source of Dyspepsia 
Scientifically Demonstrated. 


From the New York Tribune. 


A series of highly interesting expe- 
riments with dogs has lately been 
made by Prof. Mott, and in the Scien- 
tific American of Feb. 7 a detailed ac- 
count is given. The disclosures are so 
unpleasant and startling,coming heme, 
as they do, to every one, ‘hat we be- 
lieve that they should be given the 
— publicity. The effort Dr. 

ott is making to purify our articles 
of kitchen use should receive the sup- 
port of every thiuking man and wo- 
man. There has been too much indif- 
ference on this subject—an indiffer- 
ence that has resulted in Americans 
earning the title of ‘‘a race of dyspep- 
tics.” Poison, year after year, is in- 
troduced into the stomach with a 
criminal disregard to consequences 
that is appaling. If every purveyor 
of domestic supplies will carefully 
consider the result of Dr. Mott's ex- 
periments, as detailed in the Scientific 
American, one of the greatest, if not 
the greatest, of these evils will be 
corrected. 

Dr. Mott says: ‘‘The inuctiontrod 
of alum in flour, for various purposes, 
has been a trick of the baker for the 
past 100 years. Fortunately for so- 
ciety, its introduction is limited now 
to a few unscrupulous bakers. In 
England, France and Germany it is an 
offense punishable by fine and inpris- 
enment to use alum in any connection 
with articles of food. It should be so 
in America.” 

The Royal Baking Powder Company 
of this city, a long established corpo- 
ration, celebrated for the absolute pu- 
rity of their goods, sometime ago com- 
menoced a vigorous warfare against 
mavy of their competitors who were 
indulging in hurtful adulteration. 
The contest excited great interest in 
scientific circles, in which Prof. Angell, 
Dr. Mott, and ether leading lights 
took a very prominent part. The ex- 
periments of Dr. Mott are a result of 
this discussion, and yo to prove con- 
clusively that the most dangerous 
adulteration that acommunity has to 
guard against is alum in bakiug powG- 
er. In his. paper the Doctor says: 
“Tt was with difficulty I found a suit- 
able place to conduct the experiments 
so that the avimals would not disturb 
the neighborhood; but, through the 
courtesy of the Commissioners of the 
Dock department, I secured a shed on 
their premises, foot of Sixteenth street 
an’ East River. Thisshed I had com- 

letely remodeled into a suitable house 
steak the dimensions of about 16x14- 
x12 feet. Sixteen stalls were made 
inside, having the dimensions of 3\¢x- 
2x21¢ feet. The bottom of each com- 
partment was covered with straw, 
making a pleasant bed for the dogs. 
I then secured 16 dogs from the pound, 
which were all carefully examined to 
see if they were in a perfect state of 
health. None but the strong, healthy 
dogs were selected. The. breed, age, 
food, color and weight of every dog 
were carefully noted. Each dog was 
then confined to a stall and securely 
chained, and they all received a num- 
ber, from 1 to 16. I commenced my 
experiments on tha 9th of September, 
and finished December 3. My assist- 


until night, and neverleft the animals 
without first securely bolting and 
locking the dog-house. No stranger 
was allowed to enter the house unac- 
- companied either by myself or my as- 
sistant, and the dogs never received a 
mouthful of tood or anything else from 
any one except from my assistant or 
myself. I will now detail the result 
of my se PR ‘es 

‘Dog No. 1—Breed of dog, coach. 
Age, 1 year. 
bread and crackers. Color, spotted 
black and white. Weight, 35 pounds, 

“Tyo this dog, on the-morning of the 
9th of September, was given ejght 
biscuits at 8:10 o’clock. The biscuit 
were made by myself as follows: One 
quart sifted flour, 20 teaspoons alum 
baking powder, 2 cups water, one 
tablespoonful butter,22 biscuits made, 
weighing 27 ounces; time of baking, 
20 minutes. 

‘‘At 11:30, just three bours and 
twenty minutes, the dog was taken 
very sick, vomiting profusely; his vim 
and brightness of eye had departed, 
and he trembled considerably in his 
limbs.”’ 

Experiments were then made upon 
three dogs with biscuits contaiuing 
only ten teaspoons of alum baking 
_ powder, — The result indicated that 
some avimals are more liable to yield 
to the effects of poisonous, substances 
than others are. When, on the other 
hand,three other dogs were fed on bis- 
cuits made with pure cream of tartar 
baking powder, no ill effects were ex- 

rienced. They ate and ate with an 
evident relish, day after day, and even 
whined for more. 

It was next necessary tuo discover 
what effect alum had on the solvent 
power of the gastric juice. In order 
to obtain some pure gastric juice, a 
curious device was resorted to. Dr. 
Mott sent several dogs to Prof. Arn- 
old, Medical Department of the Uni- 
’ versity of New York, who inserted a 
small metalic tube directly through 
the skin and into the stomach of each 
one of them, when the dogs were in a 


Health, perfect. Food,/northern Spain, of a very old gentle- 
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Arnold sent to Dr, Mott some gastric 
juice, which was produced by tickling 
the lining of the stomach of the dogs 
with a feather or glass rod, which 
cansed the gastric juice to flow out of 
the tube into a receptacle placed un- 
dermeath the dog to receive it. 

Dr. Mott, aided by Prof. Schedler, 
then began some experiments with the 
four samples of gastric juice, which 
he had received from Prof, Arnold, to 
discover the effect of the gastric juice 
in which alum had been disolved up- | 
on fibrine, a white, very easily digest- 
ed substance having a basis of coagu- 
lated blood. The fibrine was imper- 
fectly digested, and the experiments 
were very important, as showing that 
alum can check the digestion of so 
easily digested a substance as fibrive. 
They indicate therefore, how danger- 
ous itis to introduce these two salts 
into eur stomachs, if we do not wish 
to excite indigestion and dyspepsia. 
Further experiments showed that the 
digestive power of the gastric juice is 
entirely destroyed by alum, so far as 
its power of dissolving the more indi- 
gestible substances, like the boiled 
white of an egg. 

Dr. Mott then determined to learn 
whether alumina could be found in 
the various organs of the body if a deg 
was fed with hydrate of alumina. He 
found a considerable quantity ef the 
stuff in the blood, liver, kidneys, and 
heart. . 

The Doctor goes on to describe the | 
different symptoms exhibited by these 
dogs as they = through almost 
every phase of animal agony until 
they were left in a complete state of 
physical prostration. To those especi- 
ally interested in the details of this 
subject the article in the Scientific 
American supplement will give most 
complete information, and we will 
spare the sympathetic reader the ac- 
countof the sufferings of these dumb 
brutes. 

Dr. Mott’s conclusions after making 
these experiments, are of vital interest 
to every one who makes or eats bread, 
and therefore concern all. 

“These experiments” said he recent- 
ly, while speaking before the Ameri- 
can Chemical Society, ‘“‘clearly demon- 
strate that the salts left in the biscuit 
when a eream of tartar baking powder 
is used are perfectly harmless, but 
when an alum baking powder is used 
very dangerous, for in every case 
where dogs were fed on biscuits made 
with such powders the dogs were made 
very sick, causing them to vomit pro- 
fusely, lose all energy, aud show 
weakness in their limbs.” 

It is a clear and triumphant corro- 
boration of-the assertions of the Royal 
Baking Powder Compauy, and entitles 
them to the gratitude and support of 
the community they are endeavoring 
to protect. As they claim, and Dr. 
Mott has shown, bread made of alum 
is totally unfit for human or animal 
food.

The Washoe Indians Petitionthe Gov- 
ernment to Spare the Pine-Nut Tree. 


The Carson Tribune says that at a 
Grand Council of the Washoe Indians 
held at Genoa, Douglas county, Neva- 
da, on the 11th day of April, A. D. 
1880, called to take steps to stop the 
destruction of the pine-nut trees 
around Double Springs and in Pine- 
Nut range of mountains, it was unani- 
monsly agreed that the continued de- 
struction of the pine-nut tree would 
destroy the source of the food used by 
the Indians, (they rely to avery great 
extent on pine nuts as food) and by 
the settlement of Carson valley and 
Walker river valley the supply 
of game and fish is to a great extent 
destroyed ; that in addition the supply 
of fish usually got from Lake Tahoe is 
to a great extent destroyed by white 
men, leaving the tribe, embracing 
about five hundred, withéut any ade. 
quate or sufficient supply of food and 
making their living dependent on the 
ter pe of the whites; therefore. on be- 
half of said Indians and chiefs, we de-. 
mand that the Government stop fur- 
ther destruction of property belonging 
to the Washoe Indians, our title there- 
to never having been extinguished by 
treaty or otherwise, or in default there- 
of that the Government of the United 
States make to us a suitable compen- 
sion for the same. We appeal to the 
Hon. John H Kinkead, Governor of 
the State of Nevada, to aid us in se- 
curing our first rights.

WLTHOUT A WORD 
OF WARNING. 


Four Shots Fired but Only One

DeYoung Did Not Shoot--How His

Narrow Escapes From Death During the 
Recent Storm in the Mountains,

Twenty feet of frash snow fell in 
places-on the Sierra during the late 
great storm.

The 
Truckee Republican gives the follow- 
ing account of many narrow escapes

BEHAVIOR OF C. DEYOUNG’S BROTHER. 

M. H. deYoung, brother of the de- 
ceased, reclined on a lounge,surround- 
ed by friends, evidently overcome by 
the tragedy, but with dry eyes and calm 
though strained voice. He was not 
present at the time .of the shooting, 
having left home after dinnera few 
moments later than Charles. 

ONLY ONE WOUND. 

The deceased lay on his back on 
the floor, face and breast dabbled in 
blood, eyes closed, and his face bear- 
ing the calm expre sion noticeable in 
the cases of those dying from gunshot 
wounds. Only one wound was found 
on his person, although at least four 
shots were fired by Kalloch, two hav- 
ing pierced the glass door. and parti- 
tion of the office, the third lodged in 
the window casing. 

THE MURDERER'S OCOOLNESS. 
Young Kalloch on being arrested, was, 
as the arresting officer remarked, the 
coolest man he ever saw. He still 
carried the smeking pistol in his hand, 
which he surrendered to the officer on 
his way to the station house. He 
observed strict reticence, and on being 
shown to his cell, positively refused to 
have any intercourse whatever with 
representatives of the press. 

THE CAUSE OF THE SHOOTING. 

In the absence of any explanations 
from the assassin of the cause of the 
act, it is generally understood to be 
attributable to a pamphlet which has 
recently been circulated about the 
city, attacking Mayor Kalloch, the 
father of DeYoung’s slayer. During 
his recent visit East, it is believed 
that the deceased devoted a great 
deal of attention to gathering up mat- 
ter regarding the past life ot Mayor 
Kalloch, for the presumed purpose of 
either using it at the expected trial of 
the deceased on the charge of shooting 
Kalioch last August, or of making. it 
subserve journalistic purposes. The 
pamphlet above referred to was a doc- 
ument of some sixty pages, and re- 
counted details of the Kalloch. scan- 
dal in Boston, and other matter of a 
scandalous nature. The pamphlet 
was anonymous, but young Kalloch 
evidently considered that the deceased 
was responsible for its publication, 
and acted accordingly.

In some 
way the intelligence became so (is- 
torted that Truckee received word 
that 100 men were buried in a slide. 
This shocking news flew from house 
to house like wildfire, and at 4 o'clock 
more than 100 citizens were crowded 
in the cars and upon the engines of 
W. R. Watson’s train which started 
for the scene of the disaster. At the 
break it was ascertained that Johnny 
Connors at 2 o’clock had returned to 
his train, finding Dolan and fifteen or 
twenty Chinaman all apparently life- 
less. The alarm was given and by 
almost superhuman exertions the 
limp and seemingly inanimate bodies 
were carried into the open air. After 
nearly two hours work brave Ed. Do- 
lan began to show signs of returning 
consciousness, and when the relief 
train arrived, all the sufferers were re- 
suscitated. The slide is a fearful af- 
fair. Commencing at the high cliffs 
of Donner Peak, it landed in the bot- 
tom of the canyon, a mile below. It 
crushed the sheds and left forty feet 
of logs, timbers and debris 
lying above the track. Exactly over 
the place where the peak of the 
snow-sheds ought to be, lies a huge 
pine tree. It is parallel with the 
rails, but at least thirty feet above 
them,-

Ordered, That the following shall be 
the test required of each voter at said 
primaries: ‘‘Will you support the nom- 
inees of the National Democratic Con- 
vention, to be held at Cincinnati, June 
2d, 1880, and those of the Democratic 
State Convention, at Winnemucca, May 
27th, 1880?’’

HOW THE GAME IS PLAYED, 


The ball used by the Indians is made 
of pieces of woolen stockings or any 
similar substance, encased in_ leather. 
It is about the size of the ordinary 


cricket ball. A level piece of clear 
ground is selected, aud two goals fixed, 
distant from each other sbout one 
hundred yards. The goal is made by 
setting two saplings upright in the 
ground, and about five feet apart.*The 
game is played by six Indians at a 
time, three to a side. The game con- 
sits in each side’s trying to kick the 
ball through the goal of the other. 
This must be done from the space be- 
tween the goals; if the ball is kicked 
through from the rear, it does pot 
count. When the ball has been fore- 
ed through one or the other of the 
goals the game is won. It must be 
kicked through, not thrown. 


COMMENCING THE SPORT. 

The Indians do not encumber them- 
selves with unnecessary clothing when 
about to’ engage io this sport. Some 
ofthem go into it with nothing on 
but a breech-cloth and a belt. The 


most that any retain of the garb. of 
civilization is a pair of abridged 


overalls, leaving them naked 
from the waist up and from 
the knees down. Nothing is 


worn on the feet. The ball is kicked 
with either the beel or the toes, some- 
times with the ball of the foot. As 
the ground is always more or less 
stony, aud the ball-not soft ,it may be 
inferred that the [ndians’ feet are 
tough. All being ready, the players 
form a ring midway between the goals. 
One side is called the Reno, the other 
the California. The two sides are thus 
named by the Indians themselves. 
The game opens by one of the players 
tossing the ball lightly into the air, so 
that it will fallin the center of the 
ring. The instant it touches the earth 
thirty Indian toes are propelled against 
it. Five feet may come in contact 
with each other, and the ball remain 
where it fell; or a swift stroke may 
send it spinning out of the circle. 
Now commences 
THE INDIAN WRESTLING, 

As soon as the ball has been started, 
each player seizes upon one of the op- 
posing side, and tries to prevent him 
from reaching the bal], which wiil 
sometimes lie untouched for ten or fif- 
teen minutes, until someone breaks 
away from his adversary and gets a 
kick at it: The Indians display won- 
derful skill as wrestlers. Tuaeir wrest- 
ling is after the Lancashire fashion— 
any bold is allowable. It is collar- 
and-elbow, side hold, Greco-Roman 
and all other styles combined. Thus 
struggling, the contest is exciting. The 
physical evelopmelt of these Indians 
is superb. Their muscles in action 
may be seen to glide beneath the skin 
like serpents. They resemble snakes 
themselves, as they twine and twist 
about each other in every conceivable 
fashion. Wildly picturesque they 
look too, with their long black hair 
flying in the wind. What strength, 
what agility they exhibit! One will 
lift his adversary by the belt entirely 
clear of, the. grqgund and throw him. 
Down they go together. In the dirt 
the struggle continues. There they 
interlock and wind about each other, 
twisting and turning, catching a fresh 
hold every moment, now one, now the 
other uppermost, until their identity 
is lost in the cloud of dust which sur- 
rounds them. This one seems to have 
overcome his antagonist; he breaks 
away from him and springs to his feet, 
But the other has caught him by the: 
heel. Another moment and both are 
standing, each locked in his adversa- 
ry’s grip.

in these parts, are recklessly staked 
upon the chances of the ball. If he 
loses he does not “‘squeal.’’ The vir- 
tue of fortitude isthis, To-day he may 
leave the play-ground without a sbirt. 
To-morrow finds him there again, that 
want supplied, ready to put up his 
last garment again. If it possessed 
any exchangeable value, the Indian 
would bet his head, and, if he lost, 
would shoulder it over to the winner 
without a word. 
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Snow and Locusts in Sierra Valley. 

There are now three feet of snow in 
Sierra valley.. The grasshoppers ‘are 
already hatching out tinder the snow. 
A. M. Farrell brought some young 
ones to town Monday. Itis possible 
that the eggs may all be hatched, and 


the insects perish before the snow 
leaves the ground. In that case, the 
heavy snowfall of the winter will 
have done much good. The young 
locusts seem to hatch out without re- 
gard to the state of the weather. The 
‘ge is, however, proving very bad 
for stock. Cattle can find no fresh 
feed and the supply of hay is about 
exhausted. Alex. Kirby lost fourteen 
head last Sunday night. They died 
from exposure and want of food. The 
ranchers of that section have had a dis- 
astrous winter, and should the locusts 
appear in force later en, the outlook 
will be gloomy enough.

TROUT AND RED FISH. 


Only Four Varieties of Trout in Cali- 
fornia Waters--Humboldt Trout--The 
Idaho Red Fish a True Salmon, 


San Francisco, April 27, 1880. 

Editor Gazette:—In answer to the 
inquiry in your paper of 22d inst.: 
The two varieties of Truckee 
trout on exhibition at Blackford’s, 
Fulton Market, New York, at 
the opening of the trout season, are 
known as Salvelinus tsuppitch the sil- 
ver trout, and. Salvelinus Henshawii, 
the dark or spétted Truckee trout. 


Tsuppitch is the Indian name retained, 
the other is named for Mr. Henshaw, 
an ornothilogist connected with the 
Government surveys and the Smithso- 
nian Institute. The other two varieties 
on exhibition from this coast were 
from the Cloud river, Salvelinus Irri- 
deus, the common Pacific brook trout, 
and Salvelinus Bairdii, the Dolly Var- 
den trout. These are all the varieties 
of trout thus far discovered in the wa- 
ters of California. The trout in the 
Humboldt river in Nevada is anothers 


Clarkvi. It is a very valuable fish. It 
often grows to weigh three or four 
pounds and yet is of delicate flavor. It 
would be a superior fish for propaga- 
tion and wide distribution. 

The Red fish from Idaho, which you 
sent to the California Academy of 
Sciences, has been examined by Prof. 
Jordan. The specimen is not perfect, 
but tnere is sufficient for him to de- 
termine that it is not a trout but a sal- 
mon; not a land-locked salmon but an 
apadromous fish. He has identified it 
as Oncorynchus nerka (Salmo Coopert of 
Suckley). It comes in from the ocean 
and ascends the Columbia river in Au- 
tumn, and is there known as “the lit- 
tle red salmon.” Our hopes of finding 
a new and valuable variety of salmon 
in Idaho are thus dissipated. It does 
not, however, lessen to the people of 
Idaho the value of this fish because it 
has heretofore been described by sci- 
entists and received a Greek name.

Cattle Priving in Long Valley. 
JM. Stienberger writes to the Su- 
sanville Review from Long Valley that 
the number of beef cattle fed at his 


ranch on thelr way to Reno, from Oc- 
tober 20th to April 13th, was 7,185, 
in thirty-nine droves.

PREACHING BY TELEPHONE. 


A Sermon of Henry Ward Beecher’s 
Transmitted to the Country. 


From the New York Sun's Report, 


Owing to the necessity for conceal- 
ing the transmitters from the congre- 
gation, as well as to the drawback of 
having but one wire, the sound was 
not at ail times distinct, but was in- 
terrupted by inquiries from yarious 
points on the circuit. Whenever the 
preacher thumped his bible there was 
a whiz and whirr that was anything 
but solemn. 

The music of the choir, of the con- 
gregation and the soloist were heard 
plainly all over the circuit, but the 


utive melodeon, The sermons were 
rather disconnected, from the fact 
that the listeners were constantly 
changing, and occasionally the wires 
would get cressed or the plugs pulled 
out, so that the discourse would get 
mixed with messages. The morning 
sermon ran something like this: 
“What can be more pititul [ Hallo! 
Hallo!] than the spectacle recently 
presented at West point? [ Hallo! 
‘Chin’—referring to Mm Chinnock, 
the electrician—don’t cut me off. ] 
How is the young «nan treated? [There 
—you've cut me off again.| He was 
ostracized by his comrades. [ Hallo! 
Beach! Hallo!} Insults were showered 
upon him, [Put that plug in a little 
tighter.} He works his way onward, 
But the detestable prejudice of those 
who should have been his comrades 
and associates [Stop calling and listen, 
will you?] single him out [Brown be 
quiet] and the brutal [whrr-r-r-r-r!— 
caused by the preacher pounding the 
table], cowardly outrage [here a sound 
like the clashing of cymbals], with 
the accounts of which the newspapers 
have been teeming for 4 week, is com- 
mitted’upon him.” 

As soon as the listeners got quiet, 
however, the sermon was heard with 
distinctness, and when the number of 
listeners on the circuit was decreased; 
the sound became much more dis- 
tinct than when the circuit was epen 
forall. Mr. Chinnock said that with 
a separate transmitter and a separate 
wire there would be no trouble what- 
ever in hearing the whole of any ser- 
vice without interruption. The pecu- 
liar tone and accent of the preacher 
were easily recognizable, and the ser- 
mon might have been heard by any 
one of the 3,500 persons who are in 
communication with the Bell Tele- 
pone Company. ‘Mr. Chinnock says 
that it would be possible fora preacher 
to stay at home and preach his sermon 
to a congregation of 10,000 at their 


homes.

Heis the last man that one 
would have supposed capable of com- 
m:tting this act, and-those who kn»w 
him will testify readily that he is ap- 
parently an inoffensive, unrevengful 
young man. His age is about 26 years. 
He has light blue eyes and sandy 
whiskers and a pleasant manner.
